14. (Currently Amended) Openable motor vehicle roof, comprising: 

a f i x e d roof surface hav i ng a roof opening th e r ei n a movabl e roof olomont for 
soloct i v el y clos i ng and at le ast part i a ll y cloaring tho roof op e ning , 

a roof opening having a front edge and a rear edge. 

a movable roof element mounted within the roof opening f or selectively 
closing and at least partially clearing the roof opening, the movable roof element 
having a front edge and an angled projection extending from the front edge, 

a body-mounted frame component which extends over at loast one odgo ar e a 
the front edge of the roof opening, 

a seal element which i s locat e d i n prox i m i ty to affixed to the frame 
component, and against which the movable roof element rests when the roof 
opening is closed, 

a dr i vo with an ele ctric motor for mov i ng tho roof e l e m e nt, and 

a monitoring moans, which is coupled to tho dr i vo, for evaluating drive 
paramotoro dorivod from tho drivo, and for one of turning off and rovors i ng tho dr i v e 
when e valuation of at loast one driv e paramet e r indicat e s that there i s a int e rf e r i ng 
body between th e roof olomont and th e odge area of tho roof opening, 

wherein there i s a stop surface on the roof ele ment which the projection 
extends from the front edge in a direction of a closing motion of the movable roof 
element and defines an area that receives at least a portion of the seal between the 
projection and the front edge while the closing motion brings the movable roof 
element toward the closed position such that the proiection contacts is s i z e d and 
conf i gur e d rolativo to tho frame compon e nt a nd seal e l e ment in a manner wh i ch w i l l 
cause tho stop surfacod to an interfering body that is present between the foof 
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e le m e nt and the e dge ar e a of frame component and the movable roof op e ning 
element before the roof element engages the seal element. 

15. (Currently amended) Openable motor vehicle roof as claimed in claim 14, 
in which the movable roof element is mounted in a manner producing a motion of the 
movable roof element when the roof opening is being closed , the motion having that 
has a component perpendicular to [[the]] a fixed roof surface. 

16. (Currently amended) Openable motor vehicle roof as claimed in claim 15, 
in which the movable roof element engages against the seal element from obliquely 
overhead when the roof opening is being closed. 

17. (Currently amended) Openable motor vehicle roof as claimed in claim 14, 
wherein the movable roof element is mounted in a manner producing a motion of the 
movable roof element upward to above [[the]] a fixed roof surface to clear the roof , 
opening. 

18. (Canceled) 

19. (Currently amended) Openable motor vehicle roof as claimed in claim 14, 
in which the stop surfac e proj e cts i n an ar e a of a projection extends from the front 
edge of the movable roof element. 

20. (Currently amended) Openable motor vehicle roof as claimed in claim 19, 
in which the stop surfac e projection is an extension of the front edge of the movable 
roof element that extends[[is]] in the direction of closing motion of the movable roof 
element. 

21 . (Original) Openable motor vehicle roof as claimed in claim 19, in which the 
seal element lies behind the stop surface proiection in the lengthwise direction of the 
motor vehicle roof in the closed position of the movable roof element. 
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22. (Currently amended) Openable motor vehicle roof as claimed in claim 14, 
in which the stop surfac e projection extends essentially over the entire width of the 
movable roof op e ning element front edge . 

23. (Original) Openable motor vehicle roof as claimed in claim 18, in which the 
stop surfac e proiection is foamed onto the movable roof element. 

24. (Currently amended) Openable motor vehicle roof as claimed in claim 23, 
wherein the proiection is integrated into a i n wh i ch tho roof e lem e nt has peripheral 
edge foaming of the movable roof element i nto wh i ch tho stop surfac e i s integrat e d . 

25. (Currently amended) Openable motor vehicle roof as claimed in claim 14, 
wherein the stop o l om e nt has surface proiects from the movable roof element front 
edge a length sufficient to engage interfering bodies having a thickness of about 4 
mm measured in the closing direction of the movable roof element prior to the 
movable roof element contacting the seal element. 

26. (Currently amended) Openable motor vehicle roof as claimed in claim 14, 
further comprising: 

a drive with an electric motor for moving the movable roof element, and 
a monitor, which is coupled to the drive, for evaluating drive parameters 
derived from the drive, and for one of turning off and reversing the drive when 
evaluation of one or more drive parameters indicates that there is a interfering body 
between the seal element and the proiection, 

wherein the monitoring m e ans monitor is adapted to detect at le ast one or 
more parameter of the drive from among tho paramotors of including current 
consumed by the electric motor drive, torque delivered by the drive, number and 
direction of revolutions of a driven shaft of the drive, rpm of the drive and positioning 
speed of the movable roof element. 

27. (New) Openable motor vehicle roof as claimed in claim 14, wherein the 
body-mounted frame component includes a depression in front of and below the seal 
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element for receiving at least a portion of the projection when the movable roof 
element is in a closed position. 
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
